PREVIOUS CERTIFICATION: Is this monument perpetuated by the Monroe County Surveyor’s Office? 
Yes. The monument was approved by the Monroe County Surveyor Review Board on July 5, 2011. 


THEORY OF LOCATION: Describe the theory of location for acceptance of this monument. 

Two Monroe County Surveyors referenced this corner on their surveys, but they did not describe or witness the 
monument. In 1972, Henry Dorman monumented this corner with a galvanized iron pipe. Ties to other pipes from the 
1972 Dorman survey indicate that his pipe should have been approximately 10.3 feet west of the BLA rebar. No trace 
was found of a stone or the Dorman pipe. The BLA rebar was set in 2011 by Matthew Badger of Bernardin 
Lochmueller & Associates at the record falling of 167 links (110.22 feet) south of the stone found at the southeast 
corner of Section 1-7N-3W as shown on his Boundary Retracement survey of the Cornwell site recorded as Instrument 
Number 2011008104. We accepted the rebar as the best evidence of the corner. 


UNCERTAINTIES IN THE CORNER LOCATION DUE TO: 


e = Variances in the Monumentation: Without a chain of records to prove the perpetuation of the original wood post, its 
location relative to the current monument is unknown. Therefore, the uncertainty cannot be determined. 

e Discrepancies in the Documents: 10.3 feet. 

e Inconsistencies in the lines of Occupation: 3.65 feet.
